It is a 
natural sequence of the cessation of 
war and the problem of turning back 
millions of men to peaceful pursuits 
while industry is on a dead center, due 
to a lack of supplies and the demorali- 
zation of commerce by the war. 

But these troubles are hardly more 
portentous than similar demonstra- 
tions in the early years of the war.

BERGER ET AL. 

Victor Berger and his associates have been sen- 
tenced to serve twenty years in the penitentiary 
for violating the espionage act and for conspiring 
‘to obstruct the United States in its war against 
Germany. 

We wish this point to be perfectly emphasized in 
the minds of all Americans. The defendants— 


Berger, J. Louis Engdahl, William F. Kruse, Adotph 


Germer, and Irving St. John Tucker—were found 
guilty of breaking the laws of the United States. 
They were not in the remotest sense tried as to 
their political beliefs. 
A great attempt has been made by the defend- 
ants and their supporters to obscure the issue in a 
fog of so-called political rights. Political freedom 
has never at any point in the contention of the 
government entered into the prosecution. | 
It is true that Berger and his co-defendants are 
members of the Socialist party; have been diligent 
in its affairs; Berger a congressman elect on the 
Socialist ticket. But it cannot be alleged that their 
political beliefsP except as insinuated by them- 
selves, have been permitted the slightest expression 
in the federai court. 
Two chief accusetions were made by the govern- 
ment. It was charged that Berger and his col- 
leagues openly violated the espionage act by ex- 
pressing contempt forsthe government at a time 
when the sturdiest loyalty was requiréd of alli 
Americans. It was also charged that they con- 
spired; through-devious agencies, to discourage 
service in the United States army and to incite re- 
bellion against the draft law, On both these counts, 
and on no other, were they convicted. The sen- 
tence of twenty years has been meted on the con- 
viction thus obtained. : 
There has been no other issue. Wherein, then, 
does it appear that the political freedom of any of 
the defendants has been abridged? __ | 
_ The government did not allege Socialiam as an 
offense. On the contrary, the ethics of the prosecu- 
tion, laid down by the constitution, prohibited even 
the merest reference te matters foreign to the evi- | 
dence and particularly asgto the political thought. 
of those on trial. taver of Socialist doctrine 
appeared in the trial was {troduced by thé defense 
and not by the prosecytion. The prosecution 
avoided it; the defense welcomed it. 
From this statement bf facts only one conclusion 
can be adduced: Berger and his fellows pave sought 


to justify their disloyalty to the United States by 


raising the false issue of political rights. If this 
doctrine is, just it is possible to escape the penalty 
of murder by like means. 

Socialism cannot be urged as a cloak for plain 
law violation. Sedition by a Socialist is just as 
vicious and as unpardonable as by a Repwblican or 
a Democrat. 

We have suggested before, and we now repeat 
it, that it is strange to beho]d men of obvious Ger- 
man origin at the head and front of activities of- 


fensive to the United States when we were at war: 


with Germany. Does the public believe for a mo- 


ment that these same men would have’been simi-' 


larly obstructive had our war. been with England? 
The charge was of giving comfort to the enemy, 
and we know the enemy was Germany. We do 


not know that they would have sought obstruction 


as against any other nation; but we do know they 
comforted the empire of the kaiser. The issue is 
far from Socialism as such. 


The complaint of Berger and his associates that |_ 


they were victims of a “ capitalistic conspiracy r 
finds but smail lodgment when a poll of the jury 
is taken. On the juryg were farmers, insurance 
agents, a stock buyer, a fruit dealer, machinists, 
an inventor—sutely a competent test of plain 
Americanism. The issue was of law observance, 
not politics.

which might accrue if national sanity ruled in 
Washington. If national considerations are not 
prevailing there now, the best thing we could hope 
for would be that this congress did nothing in the 
way of establishing a military policy and handed 
that problem over to the next congress, which will 
be assembled in special session after March 4. 
The best hope of Americans at present is that 
congress doe# nothing in establishing a military 
policy at this time. Present tendencies are danger- 
ous. Later tendencies may be rational. At least 
they ¢an be no worse than present ones. 
We hope the army and navy bills go over to the 
next congress. They certainly would come out of 
the present congress in their worst possible shape.

ITALY WON’T ARBITRATE. 

On the eve of the formation of some sort of 
league to enforce peace Italy refuses to arbitrate 
her territorial claims in Dalmatia. Italy has de- 
cided what she wants on the eastern ceast of the 
Adriatic, and she does not intend to submit the 
question to arbitration, because, obviously, she has 
nothing to gain by such a procedure. Without pass- 
ing on ‘the merits of the question, it is quite con- 
ceivable that a board of arbiters would concede 
something to the claims of the Jugo-Slavs. 

The controversy is of interest to the people of the 
United States as illustrating how quickly and easily 
international difficulties tend to approach a crisis 
where one side or the other,will refuse to arbitrate. 
We assume some more or less amicable adjustment 
will be made between the Italians and the Jugo- 
Slavs, but it will be effected by the suasion of the 
great powers rather than by the application of the 
methods and principles that are projected for the 
conduct of the league nations. _ 

There are some questions no proud ration will 
submit to a decision by outsiders. There are some 
questions, we must recognize, which the American 
people would not willingly submit to such a de- 


ence in favor of arbitration at all times, but the 
attitude of the government twenty years hence is 
likely to be a very different ‘thing from what it is 
now. In any event it is hardly conceivable that we 
should ever submit questions involving our national 
honor to an international tribunal. . 

It may be contended that if a league of nations 
were now in effect Italy could not “ refuse” to arbi- 
,trate, but we think the situation would develop 
itself very much as it has done up to the sent 
time, though there might be a difference in phrase- 
ology. We can call things by new names without 
changing facts. 3

Chidigo, Feb. 21.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]J—I heartily approve your editorial 
of Feb. 18 proposing that the dunes of 
Indiana be made the national Roosevelt 
memorial park. THE TRIBUNS is quick 
to realize that one great national park 
ought to be near the metropolis and cen- 
ter of population and that this is our 
only chance. The other national parks 
are in the Rockies, the Black hills, and 
the Pacific coast mountains, all splendid 
parks, several of them created by Roose- 
velt’s prompt action, but all remote from 
the body of the people. 

This proposed dune park occupies a 
strip of land twenty-five miles long, and 
from one to three miles wide in northern 
Indiana, bordering Lake Michigan.

modern times. Brest was the only port 
available to American expeditionary 
forces for the largest ships. But it 
is @ small place, which the French 
have left in almost medieval sim- 
plicity.. There are no barracks, save 
the historic ones of Napoleon at Pon- 
tanezen, and no great establishments 
that could be: taken over for war uses 
on a large scale. : 

The plan of the water front and the 
terminals belongs to past ages. With 
a few steps one is out among the clay 
hills and little farm holdings diked 
with earth covered walls and scattered 
little farmhouses. Twice, after Amer- 
ica entered the war, engineers and 
commissions investigated Brest and 
twice they found it unsuited to and in- 


adequate for a great American base. 


Good Water, Good Quarters. 

But fate and circumstance were 
stronger than any commission and 
Brest became the great American base 
by dint of the heroic effort of Amer- 
ican men. Over a million soldiers 
passed through it. Good water had 
been found. Clean quarters had been 
built. Roads, sidewalks, hospitals, the- 
aters, mess halls, and kitchens had 
been raised out of the mud and the 
mud itself was being conquered by the 
great American sidewalk. 

To speed the improvements Gen. 
Smedley Butler personally carried 
duckboards up the hill two miles to 
Pontanezen, marching beside a regi- 
ment of marines, each man of which 
also carried his load of lumber. 

All this had been done under tre- 
mendous pressure. After first 
great German offensives in 1918. had 
driven home to the allied powers the 
inent need for reinforcement from 
America and the great American troop 
movement began, everything was sub- 
ordinated or sacrificed to getting 
American armies overseas to the train- 
ing areas, to the trenches, to the front. 


Some Figures on Men. 
From the time the stream began on 
November, 1917, through the _ vast 


of 1918, to the present month, there 
were 985,022 debarkation: at Brest and 
there have been 165,895 embarkations. 
Although, on French advices, a com- 
mission had estimated that Brest could 
take care of only 20,000 a month at 
the utmost, more than twice that num- 
ber was handled in one Way. 

Yet this was a small port, the nar- 
row neck of the bottle through which 
the human torrent poured. To receive, 
administer, and accelerate it under the 
best conditions was a titanic feat. It 
has been accomplished only by uncon- 
querable patience, energy, and execu- 
tive ability. For months the most ur-

BY INCOME TAX EDITOR. 

Beware of fake tax collectors and 
fraudulent tax experts. This warning 
was issued yesterday by Collector of 
Internal Revenue Julius F. Smietanka. 
Reports have been received by special 
agents, he says, that confidence men 
are preparing to swindle taxpayers by 
posing as tax collectors and that busi- 
ness houses are being canvassed by 
“experts,” who offer to “use their 
magic wands as income tax experts to 
relieve the busy taxpayer of worries 
and trouble.” 

U. S. Offers Plenty of Help. 

Mr. Smiectanka emphasized that the 
internal revenue bureau is equipped 
this year to furnish all information 
taxpayers will require.
